examining  the  role  the  Synagogue  plays  in  a 
family’s  life,  from  the  time  a  child  is  bom, 
throughout  the  time  a  child  is  in  our 
Synagogue,  in  college  and  beyond.

"Dear  Rabbi  Stem: 

Thank  you  so  much  for  telling  me  about 
the  program!  We  were  indeed  there,  and 
we  all  loved  it.  The  energy  of  Tzofei  Tel  Aviv 
is  boundless!  The  kids  loved  it;  Gabe,  our 
youngest,  was  mesmerized.  I  was  deeply 
moved,  feeling  a  mixture  of  pride,  admira¬ 
tion,  sadness  and  some  anger  at  the  fact 
that  these  indomitable  young  people  exist 
in  a  world  that  is  not  insulated  from  vio¬ 
lence  and  destruction.  Sadly,  none  of  our 
children  live  in  a  peaceful  world.  But  for 
Israelis,  the  danger  is  more  imminent.  As  I 
looked  at  the  troupe,  my  heart  both 
swelled  and  ached.  I  remember  so  many  of 
the  songs  they  sang  from  my  own  child¬ 
hood.  I  was  also  impressed  by  how  many 
people  in  the  audience  were  wearing  stick¬ 
ers  indicating  that  they  were  going  on  the 
upcoming  Synagogue  trip.  On  the  way 
home,  I  tried  to  tell  my  children  what  I  was 
thinking  about,  how  proud  they  should 
feel  to  be  Jewish,  and  how  patriotic  they 
should  feel  toward  Israel  as  well  as  toward 
America.  I  just  wanted  to  let  you  know  that 
not  only  did  we  go  and  enjoy  the  perform¬ 
ance,  but  that  it  was  deeply  affecting.
